PRESTO ! 


The Government of the City 
Changes in Double Quick. 


Only Twe or Three Little Hitches in 
the Transition, 


And These Will No Doubt Be Straight- 
ened Unt Today. 


The Reason for the Old Council’s Pe- 
cullar Adjournment—J. Marion 
Brooks to the Fore as an 
Obstructionist. 


The change in the city government 
was almost the only topic of conversa- 
tion on the streets yesterday, and at 
every corner groups ot men could be 
seen discussing the proposition in all 
its numerous phases. The old Council 
adjourned about 10:30 o’clock, and im- 
mediately thereafter the new Council 
convened and proceeded to organize. 
All of the officers turned over their 
offices without demur, with the excep- 
tion of City Clerk Styles and Street 
Superintendent Drown. The first- 
named said that, as the Council had 
not adjourned sine die, and had not 
instructed him to turn over his office, 
he did not feel at liberty to do so, 
especially as he was, to a certain ex- 
tent, attached to that body, and con- 
sidered himself bound by its action. 
The last-named did not af first give 
any reason, but later stated that he 
had been advised not to doso. J. 
Mary Ann Brooks was up early, and 
was bustling around full of business, 
in his own estimation, at least, the 
biggest man in town, After his ora- 
torical effort before the Council, he 
repaired to a typewriter, and printed a 
number of formal notices, which he 
sent to the various officers by the 
Sheriff, of which the following is a 


. hereby notified that if you 
surrender your office, you do so at your own 
ril.

Long be- 
fore the hour set for the meeting the 
hall was crowded with spectators, but 
the old Council members were very dil- 
atory in putting in an appearance. 
There was not any great amount of stir 
or excitement, and those present did 
not seem to act as if they were stand- 
ing upon a volcano. 

The old Council met at 9:15, with 
President Kuhrts and Councilmen Thr- 
elkeld, Bryant, Bosbyshell, ‘McNally, 
Hanley, Cohn, Barrett, Moriarty, 
Shafer, Sinsabaugh, Wilson and Earl 

resent. Members of the new Council 

ept dropping in, and were invited 
within the railing. They watched the 
roceedings with curious eyes, except 

r. Frankenfield. who settled himself 
in a chair with a veteran-like manner, 
and didn’t seem to care whether the 
new Council met or not. 

Freeman G. Teed stood in a corner 
pulling his mustache and waiting for 
Clerk Stiles’s monotonous voice to 
cease its official existence. 

J. Marion Brooks sat in a Council- 
man’s chair and watched for a yee any 
to deliver himself of the speech wi 
which he was loaded, 

Before any business was transacted 
Mr. Brooks was allowed to address the 
Council. He started out by saying: 
“This is a very important duty, per- 
haps. My name appears in the papers 
as one who questions the constitution- 
ality of the new. charter. 
men owe a duty to those who elected 
you. We propose to contest this char- 
ter, as an humble taxpayer. The ques- 
tion is this: We can’t have a dual gov- 
ernment. The people are the power 
behind the throne.”’

He advised the members of the old 
Council not to quit except by resign- 
ingasCouncilmen.

In a yery excited and 
dramatic style J. Marion struck the 
desk beside which he was standing, and 
concluded by saying that the old Coun- 
cil could not die by ne pre sine die 
and telling them that if they wanted 
to let it die, they should sign their 
names to their documents and quit, 
just what documents he referred to re- 
maining in obscurity. 

After the speech the old Council 
transacted some routine business. 
against the protest of Councilman 
Cohn, who thought that as it was an 
adjourned session, only unfinished 
business was in order. 

Councilman Wilson moved te re- 
consider the vote by which the Coun- 
cil declined to enter into any arrange- 
ments about Reservoir No.4.

THE GCVERNORSHIP OF ARIZONA. 


There is still a great deal of opposi- 
tion manifested in Arizona against 
the confirmation of Lewis Wolfley as 
Governor, and the Senate is evidently 
inclined to await further evidence be- 
fore confirming the appointment. 
Washington dispatches state that 
nothing is known there of the nature 
of the charges against Mr. Wolfley, 
but those who are acquainted with 
Arizona affairs during the past decade 
will have little difficulty in guessing at 
the nature of the charges. 

As we stated the other day, Mr. 
Wolfley was a clerk in the office of 
Royal A. Johnson, at Tucson, when 
the latter was Surveyor-General of the 
Territory. He—Wolfley—has since 
been endeavoring to earn a living as a 
surveyor in the “ancient and honor- 
able pueblo“ on the Santa Cruz. Mr. 
Johnson is known to be closely affil- 
iated with the Tucson land ring, which 
includes the Camerons—members of 
the Pennsylvania family—who own 
the great San Rafael de la Zanja ranch, 
near the Sonora frontier, and within the 
limit of the Gadsden purchase, re- 
cently unfavorably affected by a ruling 
of the General Land Office. It is also 
well known that Johnson, while Sur- 
veyor-General of the Territory, dallied 
long with the infamous and absurd 
Reavis-Peralta claim for about a 
third of the Territory, and was only 
prevented from a further investiga- 
tion of that stupendous fraud by a 
sharp and unmistakable order from 
the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office, to let the matter drop. 

Knowing these things, it is not re- 
markable that tle resgpctable citizens 
of Arizona, who are not in the land- 
grabbing business, should view with 
alarm“ the appointment of a man 
who they believe would be but a con- 


support of any consequence which Mr. 
Wolfley received in the Territory came 
from the Citizen, the organ of the Tuc- 
son land ring. His “pull” seems to 
consist in the fact that he is a 


distant relative of Blaine. Even 
this would not have availed 
him, if reports are true, 


had it not been for the aur pas com- 
mitted by his principal rival, whom 
the President fayored, and was about 
to appoint, when he appeared at the 
White House one day, with a hand- 
somely-bound volume, which he in- 
sisted upon the President’s reading. 
The latter, on looking at the title 
page, read: “The life of ——, candi- 
date for Governor of Arizona, etc.” 
This was a little too much, and Wolf- 
ley got the place. 

It cannot be expected that the 
President should be cognizant of the 
character of every man whom he 
nominates. The Senate forms a use- 
ful check on the appointment of un- 
worthy persons, and will doubtless in 
this, as in other cases, give full weight 
to the protests which have gone in 
from respectable citizens of the Ter- 
ritory. 


AMUSEMENTS, 


Prano REcITAL.—Miss Augustine Berger 
of the Cincinnati Conservatory of Music 
gave her first recital at Gardner’s Hall last 
night. 

The little hall—which, by the way, is 
acoustically very defective—was filled with 
music lovers and friends of this really re- 
markable young pianiste. In the first num- 
ber the brilliant “Soirée de Vienne” 
(Schubert, Liszt), Miss Berger showea 
a little natural nervousness, and also 
a touch of the conservatory style, with 
its lack of individuality; but in the num- 
ber following, one of Chopin’s etudes that 
is as beautiful as it is rarely played, ail this 
was forgotten, and the pianiste gained the 
warm appiause of all true lovers of Chopin

The tremendous G minor sonata of Schu- 
mann leaves the minds inachaos on a

Later came three lighter numbers, Men- 
delssohn's Spinning Song,” played with 
fairylike delicacy and grace, and an inter- 
esting and difficult “Gavotte” for the left 
hand alone, by Bach. Miss Berger, though 
still but at the opening of her career as a 
player, is a distinct accession to the ranks 
of our dest musicians, and ber 
playing is strong in character, very per- 
fect in technique and thoroughly interest- 
ing. Miss Berger was assisted 0. 
Stnart Taylor, who sang a number of the 
rare and fine coms that he so delightfully 
makes his own by his rendering.

THE DEMAND FOR PETROLEUM. 

I learn from San Francisco dealers in 
crude and refined petroleum that the de- 
mand now exceeds the home supply by 
nearly five to one. The Ventura wells. 
whose combined product is handied by the 
de Transfer Company, witha branch 

cé here, are now producing at the rate of 
560 barrels a day. The supply is wholly in- 
adequate, end agents here are trylug to 
stimulate the production to at least 1000 
barrels dally. They have been unable to 
fill the orders of customers except in part, 
and have actually been cutting of con- 
sumers, mats of the available prodyct 
80 as to make it reach as far as ible. 
They say that 3000 barrels per day could 
readily be disposed of. 

The insurance companies here, uin 
Angeles, made a strong fight for two years 
to drive out petroleum, where used for 
power, but the manufacturers combined to 
throw down the gauntlet, retused to dis- 
continue the use of oil for fuel, and told the 
insurance | ome to cancel their 
policies if they liked. The result was that 
the insurance people backed down, and oil 
continues to be used in large quantities, 
with the demand constantly increasing. 
This is an example worthy of imitation by 
Los Angeles manufacturers. It would 
succeed if pushed with determination.

A Bold Policy to Be Pursued by the 
Administration 


New York, March 21.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A Washington special to 
the Post says: President Harrison will 
issue a proclamation relative to Bering 
Sea which cannot fail to attract interna- 
tional attention. This proclamation will 
be the first information which most people 
have that in the closing hours of the last 
session of Congress an amendment was in- 
corporated in the Territorial salmon fishing 
act which in effect declares that Bering Sea 
is acl sea.

hing in Bering Sea; that is to say, the 
act forbids the taking ot seal by any one 
not authorized by the act in the 
water of Bering Sea and does 
not exclude them merely from fish- 
ing on certain islands. The © amend- 
ment is of course of the greatest 
importance to the Alaska Commercial Com- 
pany, as it will preserve the seal fisheries 
for them. It is also of great importance to 
American and Canadian fishermen who 


.| may have been planning to engage in seal 


fishing in the open waters of the Bering 
Sea this season, as so many ef ths Canadian 
vessels did last season. 

“The act authorizes the seizure of such 
vessels by United States revenue cutters. 
The lamation of the President will call 
attention to this fact. The act may give 
rise to important international complica- 
tions. It is an attempt by legislative enact- 
ment to settie an international question 
which the great powers interested may con- 
sider an open one.“

Los ANGELES, March 21.—[To the 
Editor of Tue Trmes.] There has 
been much talk about certain parties 
trying to steal the site of reservoir 
No. 4 from the city, and as I am fa- 
miliar with the whole transaction be- 
tween the city and the Canal and 
Reservoir Company, I wish tomake a 
statement to the public through your 
paper.

an Reservoir Company 
expired, the city authorities 
bought all the remainin right of the 
Canal and Reservoir mpany, for 
which they paid $6000, the 
time that the city got nothing but the 
— ht to use it as a reservoir. Those 
o bought the lands knew that the 
city would never raise the dam any 
more, as it would be too dangerous to 
have a larger body of water there than 
the present dam would hold, and they 
always claimed, cultivated and —4 
tured the land J to the water's e 
They always claimed the right and 
tended to levee against the overflowing 
of the lands that were only covered to 
a small depth in the spring of the year, 
when the city was filling up the reser- 
voir for summer irrigation. 

If in the future the city should con- 
clude to abandon reservoir No. 4 (as it 
doubtless will), it will then be dis- 
covered that the city does not own a 
foot of land at the site of reservoir 
No. 4, and that they would have made 
an excellent ＋ for the city to get 
a clear deed to 30 or 85 acres, and still 
retain all the rights needed by the city 
for reservoir purposes. 

This case puts me in mind of the 
Fealz rancho case, wherein the city was 
playing the dog in a manger, trying to 

ake all the water away from the 
ranch, and the owners of the ranch 
offered to sell it for $30,000, with all 
its water right. I tried my level best 
as a Councilman to get the city to buy 
it, but could not accomplish my pur- 
se. Afterward a City Council 
ught the water right for $50,000 and 
left the owner of the land in posses- 
sion of a fortune of half a million 
dollars’ worth of land.
